The Lusitania was insured for 
about $7,500,000. and under the war 
risk plan the British government 
had to pay about eighty per cent of 
the insurance. 
The amount of specie aboard the 
Lusitania has not been definitely 
known. 
Salvage expeditions, how­ 
ever, have expected to find valuable 
treasures in the ship’s strong room, 
including valuables which individ­ 
uals were unable to retrieve when 
the vessel was torpedoed. 
The Orphir was fitted out at a 
cost of $75,000 by a British firm, 
with a view toward salvaging the 
gold bullion reported to be in the 
hold of the Lusitania. It has made 
two expeditions to the scene, end­ 
ing again last August 12.
